Ireland was thankless toward her 
politicians. 
The Nationalist program for Ire­ 
land remains constitutional action in 
Parliament but they added to this a 
promise to lay their case for self-de­ 
termination before President Wilson. 
They also promised to try to secure 
the future position of Ireland in the 
world rearrangement expected to fol­ 
low the peace conference at Versail- 
els. This attitude encouraged some lo 
hope for co-operation between the 
Sinn Feiners and the Nationalists; 
but it hafc been pointed out that their 
differences in principle are funda­ 
m e n t. 
Whichever form the Irish demands 
eventually Uke the problem of Ulst­ 
er, which has been practically the 
sole obstacle to an Irish settlement 
Will still remain. Even if the Peace 
Conference ever dealt with the Irish 
question this obstacle would have to 
be faced. There is a Home Rule Act 
now on the Statute Book. It was 
postponed till the end of the war sub­ 
ject to an arrangement with Ulster. 
No arrangement has been made. Both 
the Sinn Peiners and the National­ 
ists are now agreed that no arrange­ 
ment shall be made, and that Ire­ 
land must be treated as a unit. 
The UnionisU as a party expected 
t5 profit by the conflict between the 
KpUonalist sections, and had candi­ 
dates in constituencies in which many 
would under normal*,conditions -li^Ve 
no Chance. Some of the Unionists 
prophesied that their party pQuld 
make a Clean sweep of the National­ 
ists and that Ireland would be rep­ 
resented at Westminister by thirty- 
five or more UnionisU and the rest 
of the members, Sinn Feiners, re­ 
maining away.
